Arcadia City Marshal Passes

Felgate and Johnson of the 
Board of Trade- garden commit¬ 
tee have arranged for a series 
of articles on gardening with 
special reference to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre conditions. The firet is giv¬ 
en herewith and' Mr. Felgate's 
advice should be welcomed by 
everyone who wishes to help 
bring down the coBt of living. 

Mr. Felgate's Advice 
When making a garden always 
wet the ground thoroughly. 
Give it a good soaking to a depth 
of two or three fleet Dig it 
twelve inches deep. Put stable 
manure into every ditch. This 
is needed for humous and fer¬ 
tilizer. Pulverize the soil thor¬ 
oughly and rake it evenly while 
it is still moist. 

Plant seed from one-half to 
one inch deep. Planted this 
way almost any variety of seed 
will germinate and show above 
ground in from four to ten days 
without irrigation. 

Never Sprinkle 

Never sprinkle a new garden 
before the plant is above the 
ground, nor after if you can ir¬ 
rigate between the rows. It is 
far better to irrigate than to 
sprinkle and less labor. Always 
mulch the soil after each irriga¬ 
tion as soon as it mulches read¬ 
ily, but no sooner. To allow the 
soil to bake after irrigation is 
far worse than no irrigation. 

Plant bush, pole and lima 
beans, carrots, beets, sweet com, 
squash, pumpkins, mellons, 
spinach, peppers, egg plants, 
cabbages, sweet potatoes, toma^ 
to plants, beef setak and stone. 

Why Some Fail 
To sprinkle the garden slight¬ 
ly each day during the summer 
months is of little value unless 
the ground is also thoroughly ir¬ 
rigated once each week or two, 
according to the nature of the 
soil. In Sierra Madre the soil 
is mostly decomposed granite 


tion. Slight sprinkling fresh 
ens the foliage but may not pene¬ 
trate the- soil mpre than one 
inch deep. As the under soil 
dries the roots, get no moisture. 
The plants suffer and you do not 
suspect the cause because you 
sprinkle each day. This is a 
common fault and the cause of 
many failures.

Mr. Steinberger of the Sierra 
Madre Garage, local selling 
agent for the Miehelin Tire Com¬ 
pany, says that the average mo¬ 
torist has learned by experience 
to take proper care of the me¬ 
chanism of his car, but he too 
often neglects his tires. 

Ordinary care accorded spare 
casings and tubes is good insur¬ 
ance, and will save the motorist 
both cash and trouble and a few 
suggestions, therefore, regard¬ 
ing the proper care of tires may 
benefit the reader. 

For example, never carry 
spare tubes unprotected in a tool 
box—they are almost certain to 
come in contact with sharp tools 
and perhaps greasy lags, or 
other greasy articles, all of 


which are deadly enemies to rub¬ 
ber. 

Exposure to strong light and 
varying degrees of temperature 
is also injurious to rubber, rob¬ 
bing it of its elasticity and 
making it brittle. Always carry 
spare tubes in water-proof cloth 
bags supplied by all accessory 
dealers for this purpose. 

Motorists sometimes try to 
avoid trouble by carrying spare 
tubes in the original cardboard 
boxes. Jolting is sure to cause 
tubes to chafe against the more 
or less rough inner sides of the 
boxes, eventually weakening the 
tubes by wearing away the rub¬ 
ber. Unless inner tulies are to 
be stored in the garage they 
should always be taken from 
the original boxes and placed in 
the tube bages already described.

Tlie increase over the budget bill of 
two years apo is $1,750,000. 

Special appropriations followed the 
budget generally, and there were a few 
others. 

Ou tlie last day of the session the 
Senate had 170 measures before it, and 
the Assembly 148. The session oontlu 
ueil from 9 o’clock Friday morning 
through until late Saturday night in the 
passuge of bills, ami it whs still later 
when sine die adjournment came. 

Sheriffs throughout tho State were 
made happy on tlie night before the 
close of the Legislature, when the Hen 
ate passed the measure providing fot 
extra pay—at tlie rate of $3 per day— 
for assistants or deputies who accont 
pany the Sheriff in the taking of pris 
oners to tho penitentiaries or patients 
to the insane asylums.

Naval Rules Require That They Be De 
stroyed by Fire. 

What should be done with nu Ameri¬ 
can flag, old, worn-out, soiled or tat 
tcred. tliHt is tin lunger serviceable as 
the National emblem? Hhouiii it be de¬ 
stroyed? How should it tie destroyed 
without desecrat ion f 

There appears to lie no law to point 
the way. But there is practice. And 
the best practice seems to point but 
one way. Burn the unserviceable flag, 
l’erliups make a rite and ceremony of 
this destruction by fire. 

Total destruction seems tlie proper 
measure, and that is to be accom¬ 
plished conveniently and quickly only 
by fire. To bury the flag lias been nig 
gestrd, but it is stated, ou I lie other 
hand, that remain* may be brought to 
light, and ths method is not cousldersd 
good practice. 

To throw the discarded flag into the 
waste might lie i onsidered a desecra 
tlon, or, at least, nn unpatriotic disre¬ 
gard of its sacrednsss. Fire appears ths 
only sure way of satisfactory destruc¬ 
tion. 

To apply the flag to any further pur¬ 
pose after its usefulness as a flag has 
ended would be considered desecration, 
even if not punishable by law as a pub 
lie offense it should never become a 
dust rag or a part of patchwork or 
serve any other use thereafter, in the 
general opinion of those who would 
pay it proper honor. 

None of tlie flags whipped to ribbons 
in the breeze from tlie stuffs over the 
Treasury building ever has been de¬ 
stroyed They have been carefully 

folded and put into storage under the 
| regime of Chief Clerk Wllnietli. Re 
| luctant to destroy them, the necessity 
may some day confront hint ns eusto 
(linn of the building, and lie will de 
strov them by fire. 

In tlie Navy and tho Coast Guard reg 
illations require that useless flags be 
destroyed by fire. This regulation is 
strictly enforced.
